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Open dialogue 




Candidate speaks, 
answers questions

"What do you think about the col- 
or purple?" asked Andrea Blair, di- 
rector of disability support services, 
to K- State presidential candidate Kirk 
Schulz. Schulz's response: "Not bad." 

Schulz became the first of three 
presidential candidates Thursday to 
speak in an open forum about his vi- 
sion for K- State. 

President Jon Wefald announced 
his retirement last year and will step 
down in May after 23 years of service. 
On Thursday, students, faculty and 
community members were able to get 
their first glimpse at what the future of 
K-State might look like. 

Schulz presented his plans for the 
university during the forum. Some of 
those plans included improving Big 12 
Conference athletics and helping the 
university gain greater national and in- 
ternational prominence. Schulz said he 
also wants to enhance K- State's aca- 
demic market as well as university part- 
nerships and reputation. 

His plan for a greater internation- 
al presence, he said, is not only to send 
students to campuses abroad but fac- 
ulty as well. To enhance partnerships, 
Schulz said he would like to build on 
the success of landing the new Nation- 
al Bio and Agro-Defense Facility and 
work to seek other industrial partner- 
ships. 

Schulz's wife, Noel, accompanied 
him to the forum and said she was very 
excited to visit K-State.

said. 

Noel also said she was excited at 
the prospect of helping her husband 
continue to build K-State and would 
love the opportunity to be part of the 
campus. 

As university president, Schulz said 
he would work in a collaborative way 
with faculty, staff, students, alumni and 
friends, as well as communicating fre- 
quently with the university community 
about future plans and aspirations. He 
said he would like to seek financial re- 
sources from all constituencies to move 
K-State toward greater excellence, but 
most of all, he said he would be the uni- 
versity's greatest advocate. 

"[This is a] terrific institution with 
a lot of very positive things happening," 
Schulz said. 

A 30-minute question-and-answer 
session followed Schulz's presenta- 
tion, during which members of the au- 
dience and staff from K- State -Salina 
were invited to speak. Questions tested

Schulz's feelings about rights of lesbian, 
gay, bisexual and transgender people, 
public transportation and football. 

Lydia Peele, student body presi- 
dent, said she could not stress enough 
the importance of community and stu- 
dent participation in this forum and fu- 
ture forums. She said students should 
think about the legacy they are leaving 
for future generations and participate 
as much as possible in events that affect 
K-State. 

"Without the students, there is no 
school," Peele said. 



Proud campaign fundraising off to best start ever

A lively atmosphere complete with 
speeches by student leaders and two honor- 
ary co-chairs helped the K-State Proud cam- 
paign kick off its volunteer recruiting efforts 
Thursday night at the K-State Student Union. 

Proud campaign co-chairs Katie Nieder- 
ee, senior in life sciences, and Andrew Satter- 
lee, senior in chemical engineering, unveiled 
the campaign's fundraising goal of $100,000 
this year. The campaign has far eclipsed its 
fundraising goals the past two years. 

Honorary co-chairs President Jon and 
Ruth Ann Wefald also spoke to the crowd of 
about 100 people. Ruth Ann said at a Pres- 
ident's Club event in Overland Park, Kan., 
she was greeted with numerous requests for 
Proud campaign T-shirts. 

"It's an idea that is catching on," she 

said. 

Student Opportunity Awards committee 
members provided explanations of each award 
and how the money is distributed. The mem- 
bers also read testimonials from past recipi- 
ents of Proud Awards. The testimonials came 
from a student whose home was destroyed 
in the 2007 tornado that struck Greensburg, 
Kan., a nontraditional student and a student 



with a rare blood cancer. 

Though the week culminates with a bas- 
ketball game, Niederee and Satterlee want to 
expand the focus past the athletics. 

"This is about students helping students," 
Satterlee said. 

Niederee said she agrees. 

"It's not just about the basketball game," 
she said. "The basketball game is exciting, 
that's part of it. But it's a campaign for the 
whole university." 

KSU Foundation employees accepted 
early donations before and after the event. 
People who donated early will be able to re- 
ceive their T-shirts on Feb. 2. Even before the 
Foundation began accepting donations, the 
Proud campaign's fundraising efforts were al- 
ready off to a strong start. The Union Gov- 
erning Board has pledged $5,000 to the cam- 
paign, while Cox Communications has prom- 
ised $35,000. 

After two years of exceeding fundrais- 
ing expectations, early volunteer numbers are 
also strong. Preliminary numbers show more 
than 600 people have signed up compared to 
300 in 2008. Emily Schneider, junior in ag- 
ricultural communications and journalism, is 
one of those new volunteers.

MLKWeek 
boasts many 
activities

Several events will take place 
both on and off campus next week to 
celebrate, remember and commemo- 
rate the work and life of Martin Lu- 
ther King Jr. 

Though Monday is the official 
holiday, Manhattan will have a week- 
long celebration during Martin Luther 
King Jr. Observance Week when facul- 
ty, students and community members 
can attend lectures, luncheons and 
ceremonies. 

The theme for this year's week is 
"Realizing the Dream," a theme that 
Myra Gordon, associate provost for 
diversity and dual career development, 
said rings truer than ever. 

"The dream for many Americans 
is inclusive in moving toward equity 
and equal opportunity for all Ameri- 
can citizens where people to not have 
to be worried about how they will be 
judged because of the color of their 
skin," Gordon said. "Of course, [Amer- 
ica] did not start off that way, but we 
are definitely moving in a very won- 
derful direction. The election of the 
first black man [as president] signals a 
predominant shift is truly beginning to 
occur." 

The week will kick off at 7 tonight 
with the MLK Commemoration Ser- 
vice at Manhattan Christian Fellow- 
ship Church at the corner of 17th and 
Yuma streets. 

Manhattan citizens will have sev- 
eral opportunities to get involved in 
the week's presentations. Al Brinson, a 
childhood friend of King, will speak at 
the Clarion Hotel. Jim Spencer, chair 
of the MLK Week planning commit- 
tee, said the speech could be one of the 
most interesting events of the week be- 
cause of the insight Brinson has into 
King's life. 

Other off-campus events include a 
community service initiative on Mon- 
day. MLK Week planning committee 
officials encourage students and res- 
idents to treat the day as a "day-on" 
instead of a "day-off" by helping the 
community. Volunteers can meet at 
Manhattan Town Center beginning at 
8 a.m. to join in one of 15 different ser- 
vice projects around Manhattan, said 
Richard Weerts, senior in elementa- 
ry education and technology student 
coordinator of the K-State Volunteer 
Center of Manhattan. 

Events on campus will start Tues- 
day and run throughout the week, end- 
ing with the "Laying of the Wreaths," 
at 2 p.m. Friday at the MLK bust out- 
side Ahearn Field House. 

This year, a party to celebrate the 
inauguration of President-elect Barack 
Obama will be included in the festiv- 
ities at 7 p.m Tuesday in the K-State 
Student Union Ballroom. 

Gordon said an inaugural party 
has never been a part of observance 
week before and has been added be- 
cause of the historical and social sig- 
nificance of Obama's election. 

"We've never had a national elec- 
tion inspire as many people all over the 
world as the presidential election with 
Barak Obama has done," she said. "It 
is absolutely without precedent." 

Mirta Chavez, director of multi- 
cultural programs and services, said 
she looks forward to next week's 
events and encourages students to at- 
tend. 

"The symbolism of Dr. King giving 
his last university speech at K-State - I 
think that's very important and some- 
thing not a lot of students realize," she 
said. "I think [attending the events] is 
a great way to share in the history of 
the nation and what has happened in 
the past, which has led us to be where 
we are today." 

Brandon Clark, coordinator of 
multicultural programs for the K-State 
Alumni Association, said there are 
enough events during the week that all 
students and Manhattan residents can 
find something to attend. 

"When you look back 10, 20 or 
30 years from now you'll want to say, 
T was a part of that - I was a part of 
something special,'" he said.

'God' oath personal choice

The value of some- 
one's oath under the 
name of God is deemed 
by some to be a solid and 
grave commitment to 
whatever the oath is per- 
taining to. 

This sort of bond pri- 
marily derives from the 
thought that God will 
oversee all doings related 
to the oath and will con- 
sequently hold people re- 
sponsible for their ac- 
tions. The fear of God's 
judgment pressures many 
people to remain con- 
scious of courtroom 
oaths, public office com- 
mitments and any other 
pledges they make under 
God. 

With the help of this 
continual fear of judg- 
ment, I believe it is per- 
fectly sound and entire- 
ly supported by the First 
Amendment for people to 
have the right to take a 
judicial oath, public office 
or other commitments 



under the name of God if 
they so choose. 

A general miscon- 
ception that judicial 
oaths must be sworn on 
the Bible can be a point 
of confusion, especial- 
ly concerning the matter 
of separation of church 
and state. What is usual- 
ly overlooked, however, is 
the meaning of the First 
Amendment - the choice 
to partake or not partake 
in the traditions of a spe- 
cific religious belief. 

"If they don't want 
to sit there and swear to 
God, they can affirm on 
both jury or witness testi- 
mony," said Saline Coun- 
ty Court Administrator 
Todd Heitschmidt. "So 
they would say, 'I affirm 
to tell the truth, the whole 
truth and nothing but the 
truth.'" He also said jurors 
or witnesses "never put 
their hand on a Bible." 

Heitschmidt's com- 
ments parallel the First 
Amendment and show 
how giving people the 
choice during a judicial 
oath can expel any argu- 
ments about the separa- 
tion of church and state. 

With all the talk 
about taking oaths under 
God, some might think, 
what if someone doesn't 
believe in the Christian 
god? Maybe they have a 
higher power they idolize 
that has made them fear- 



ful of their judgment day. 
That is completely 

fine. 

The devotion one 
shows by taking a vow 
will prove to create the 
most acceptance by oth- 
ers because it exemplifies 
how invested that per- 
son is toward the vow it- 
self. To affirm true dedica- 
tion towards something, 
swearing yourself to God, 
to your father or mother, 
to deceased people and 
basically anything of im- 
portance will improve the 
chances of someone be- 
lieving your conviction. 

And this is precise- 
ly what happens in the 
courtroom, inaugurations 
for public office and mar- 
riages. People want con- 
firmation of a person's in- 
tentions. 

People don't ex- 
pect others to convert to 
Christianity or any other 
religion when asked to af- 
firm something under the 
name of God. 

It just so happens 
some people are fearful 
of God's wrath and use 
the name of God to af- 
firm certain truths and to 
become part of binding 
commitments.

'God' oath unconstitutional

According to the 
Constitution of the Unit- 
ed States, the president 
must swear or affirm ded- 
ication to the office. The 
term "swear" correlates 
with "oath," which the Ox- 
ford English Dictionary 
defines as a "declaration 
invoking God ... or oth- 
er object of reverence." An 
object of reverence can be 
anything, religious or not, 
and the constitution clear- 
ly does not require any re- 
ligious text be involved. 

Every president except 
Theodore Roosevelt has 
sworn an oath over the Bi- 
ble in the public inaugura- 
tion ceremony. Such inter- 
ference of religion in poli- 
tics should not be tolerat- 
ed and is in direct viola- 
tion of the Constitution. 

I am an agnostic, but 
I was raised Christian and 
generally tend to agree 
with the broader aspects 
of the religion. However, I 
did not vote to live under 



the current government 
because of my religious be- 
liefs, nor do I believe that 
religious beliefs should 
play any part in America's 
government. The people of 
the government, while gov- 
erning, must use the Con- 
stitution and not the Bible 
as their text of reference. 

The First Amendment 
states that Congress may 
not prohibit the "free ex- 
ercise" of religion. There is 
a difference, however, be- 
tween practicing your re- 
ligion and bringing reli- 
gion into the government 
office with you. With con- 
flicting religious ideologies 
influencing lawmakers in- 
stead of a unified Consti- 
tution, it's easy to see how 
politicians might become 
confused in their decision- 
making. 

If politicians' minds 
are dedicated to a divine 
power they might, in their 
self-righteousness, feel 
they are above the laws 
of humans. This results in 
the tainting of democra- 
cy with theocracy, some- 
thing that must be avoid- 
ed in order to uphold our 
Constitution. Non-Chris- 
tians represent around 60 
million people in the U.S., 
people who are exclud- 
ed from the political pro- 
cess because of our cur- 
rent traditions. Howev- 
er, since the majority of 
our populace is Christian, 



the result has been general 
apathy on this issue. This 
minority may have been 
most aware of this blatant 
breech of the separation of 
church and state, but that 
does not make the issue 
null and void. 

The First Amendment 
guarantees citizens the 
freedom of religion and 
also the absence of reli- 
gion from government. It 
then holds true that no na- 
tional religion can ever be 
established. Since no pref- 
erence must be given to re- 
ligion by the government 
and its officials, it logical- 
ly follows that using a reli- 
gious text to swear into of- 
fice is unconstitutional. 

The presidential oath 
or affirmation found in 
the Constitution states 
the president's dedication 
to and protection of the 
Constitution. No religious 
texts are mentioned any- 
where in the Constitution. 
A commitment to God or 
any specific religion is ir- 
relevant, and more impor- 
tantly, unconstitutional. 
If the president wishes to 
show the American people 
his true resolve, he should 
swear on the Constitution 
and not a Bible.

Popular Ugg-syle boots 
could cripple women, 
experts warn 



Problems linked to a 
trendy footwear have soared 
in recent years as sales of 
the shoe have gone through 
the roof. 

The Ugg-style boot's 
soft structure and heel-less 
sole is said to increase the 
risk of ankle sprains and 
bad posture. 

The boots also create 
a breeding ground for fun- 
gi that cause foot infections. 
The boots, which cost from 
$100 to $200, are favored by 
celebs like Katie Price and 
Coleen Rooney who like 
their soft sheepskin interior. 

The boots' woolen or 
sheepskin exteriors go with 
anything from skinny jeans 
to dresses. 

But podiatrist Linda 
Hawkins of Lee, South Lon- 
don, said, "Sheepskin boots, 
like other footwear without 
heel and sole support, are 
only suitable for short-term 
wear. 

"Use all day leads to 
the boot structure breaking 
down, increasing the risk of 
a twisted ankle," Hawkins 
said. 

Pharmacist Hasan Ukra, 
who works in the flagship 
Boots store on London's 
Oxford St., said, "Wearing 
these kind of boots could in- 
crease the risk of fungal in- 
fections due to the moist en- 
vironment created. 

"I've seen a marked rise 
in ankle sprains due to the 
soft and comfortable nature 
of the boots."

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College becomes more stress, 





students need a break from life

College is filled with late nights, 
early mornings and a to-do list that 
never ends. As students begin to pile 
activities onto an already loaded 
plate, the stress begins to pile on as 
well. 

It is estimated that students should 
spend nine hours sleeping, one hour 
exercising, four hours in class, four 
hours studying, eight hours clean- 
ing, eating, working and taking care 
of other obligations and one hour of 
down time. 

When these hours are added up, 
however, the day is not long enough 
to fit in all 27 hours of activity. 

To handle this activity overload, 
Jonathan Leggett, counseling servic- 
es psychology intern, said students 
should sit down and create a list. 

"The best thing a student can do 
would be to sit down and methodi- 
cally list all of the responsibilities that 
they have, to just create a full picture 
of all the things they have to do," Leg- 
gett said. "Once they have a picture 
of all they have to do, they can start 
plugging all of that into a calendar." 

Kacey Provenzano, senior in nu- 
tritional sciences and gerontology, is 
a member of the Student Health Ad- 
visory Committee and also recom- 
mends using a list to organize stress- 
ful events. 

"Whenever I feel overwhelmed, 
I try to make a list of things I need 
to get done from most immediate to 
less," Provenzano said. "That usual- 
ly helps me prioritize myself. If I feel 
overwhelmed, sometimes I just have 
to drop one of those extra activities." 

Leggett said duties and respon- 
sibilities should be divided into three 
categories: important and urgent, im- 
portant but not urgent and neither 
important nor urgent. 

Something that is important and 
urgent is a big exam happening the 



next day. A paper due later in the se- 
mester that has a big effect on grades 
is important but not urgent. 

A reading assignment due later 
in the semester is neither important 
nor urgent. 

"If you have to cut something, 
cut that which is not urgent or impor- 
tant. Those are the things you should 
cut first," Leggett said. 

He said the first thing students 
should focus on maintaining is their 
health needs. 

"Typically, what happens when 
people get stressed out is they quit 
sleeping, eating - they quit those 
things they need to do to function," he 
said. "They start to break down more 
and more ... it starts short-circuiting 
the body's abilities." 

When students start relying on 
sugary foods and energy drinks in- 
stead of rest and other basic necessi- 
ties, Leggett said they tend to become 
less effective at whatever they're try- 
ing to accomplish. 

"I feel like my day is definitely off, 
and I don't perform as well in school 
[without sleep]," Provenzano said. "I 
get 10 hours of sleep, which is a lot, 
but that's how much my body needs. 
I've definitely gone a week with just 
getting six hours per night, and I can 
definitely feel it." 

Keith Powers, academic advis- 
er for the College of Education, rec- 
ommends students who are unsure of 
how to handle their stress and influx 
of activities should seek help. 

"If they come in and they're kind 
of stressed, the first thing I want to 
do is just be open to the issues and 
just let them talk about what differ- 
ent things are impacting their stress," 
Powers said. "We usually try to help 
them sort out where they can cut 
back, whether it's work or classes." 

For students facing a stressful 
schedule, Leggett is offering a stress 
management workshop as part of the 
Winter Activities Expo on Thursday.

Cats seek redemption 
against Huskers

After back-to-back losses against two 
of the top teams in the Big 12 Conference, 
the men's basketball team will look to get 
back on track this weekend in Nebraska. 

K-State's (11-5, 0-2 Big 12) first 
conference loss came to the No. 6 
Oklahoma Sooners on Saturday. 

The Wildcats led through part of the 
first half, but a series of missed shots and 
turnovers allowed the Sooners to take the 
lead, and they never looked back. 

Oklahoma was led by Blake Griffin 
with 29 points and 15 rebounds, as 
K-State's post players never seemed to 
have an answer for him. 

The second conference loss for the 
Wildcats came Tuesday night against KU. 
K-State's 87-71 loss to the Jayhawks was a 
game in which the Wildcats trailed from 
the very beginning. 

KU was led in scoring by junior guard 
Sherron Collins, who had 19 of his 24 
points in the second half. 

"I think he's the best guard in the 
league, and you could argue he's the best 
player in the league," head coach Frank 
Martin said. "He's fast, he's explosive, he 
scores it off the jumper, he scores it off the 
dribble, and he scores it in the paint. He's a 
good player." 

Once again, the Wildcats could not 
stop the opposing team's big man, as Cole 
Aldrich scored 15 points and grabbed eight 
rebounds. 

Martin said he still has faith in his 
team. 

"It's the same team that we've been 
coaching for three and a half months," 
he said. "I've got no concern whatsoever. 
We're a young team and need to understand 
why things work for us sometimes and 
sometimes they don't." 

This is the second time in three years 
the Wildcats have started league play 0-2. 
The team only made it to the second round 
of the NIT tournament that year. 

Sophomore guard Jacob Pullen said 
the team's struggles are in no way Martin's 
fault. 

"We go out there and miss shots and 
then we don't get back on defense," he said. 
"It has nothing to do with Frank, but it has 
everything to do with the 12 people in that 
locker room." 

Nebraska (11-4, 1-1) is coming off a 
tough 65-53 loss to Iowa State. 

Steve Harley, senior guard, leads the 
team in scoring, averaging 12.5 points per

The 17th-ranked Wildcats (14-1, 1-1 Big 12

Despite the loss to Oklahoma on 
Wednesday, Patterson said she feels her team is 
where it needs to be heading into the tough Big 
12 schedule. 

"I'm really happy with where we are at," she 
said. "I just want us to continue to improve and 
understand the long nature of this league. You 
have to just keep getting better every night out." 

The Cyclones have had troubles on the road 



this season, compiling a 2-3 road record. 

However, K-State senior point guard 
Shalee Lehning said Iowa State will be more 
of a shooting threat than what the Wildcats 
saw in Norman against the Sooners and their 
impressive post play. 

"They (Iowa State) have great shooters," 
Lehning said. "They kind of resemble us in a lot 
of ways. We have a lot of respect for them since 
they always play us well at home. We definitely 
have to contain their shooters." 

The Wildcats are 7-0 at Bramlage Coliseum 
this year and are on a nine-game winning streak 
at home dating to last season. In the program's 
history, the Wildcats are 215-78 (.734) in Big 12 
games at Bramlage Coliseum. 

"It means everything to come off the road 
after a loss and playing the number three team 
in the country," Patterson said. "It's exciting to 
know we have a Saturday game. It's exciting to 
know we are coming off a game with 7,000 fans 
and that the house was rocking, and we know 
we are playing a top 20 team in Iowa State. 

"We are very hopeful we get a great student 
crowd and a great community crowd, because 
you need it in this league to win at home," she 
said. 

Tipoff is set for 2 p.m. at Bramlage 
Coliseum.

Not only have the 
Wildcats proven their abil- 
ity to win on the road, but 



key players have compiled 
impressive statistics. 

Senior guard Sha- 
lee Lehning, a preseason 
top 30 pick for the presti- 
gious Wooden Award, has 
guided the Wildcat offense, 
leading the nation with 9.2 
assists per game and hold- 
ing the Big 12 career re- 
cord for triple-doubles with 
four in her prolific career. 

Lehning cemented 
herself in K-State wom- 
en's basketball history by 
breaking the K-State career 
assist record this season. 

Leading the offense 
in scoring, junior Ashley 
Sweat has emerged as a 



major threat for opponents, 
averaging 16.1 points per 
game. 

On the defensive side 
of the ball, senior forward 
Marlies Gipson is averag- 
ing a Big 12 best 3.9 blocks 
per game. 

While the loss at 
Oklahoma is a setback for 
the Wildcats, the weapons 
the team possesses give it 
the potential for another 
Big 12 championship.

The College of Busi- 
ness Administration will 
offer a major in entrepre- 
neurship this fall. 

Brian Niehoff, man- 
agement department head, 
said the major is for busi- 
ness students who wish to 
start their own businesses. 

"Not every student is 
interested in getting their 
degree and moving on to 
work for someone else," 
Niehoff said. "This ma- 
jor will hopefully provide 
them with the tools to 
make [starting a business] 
happen." 

Niehoff said two new 
courses have been added 
to the business curriculum 
as part of the study of en- 
trepreneurship. One course 



will explore various indus- 
tries to discover where real 
opportunity exists, and the 
second course will focus 
on marketing, he said. 

Niehoff also said the 
upper-level courses will fo- 
cus on specific aspects of 
developing a business. He 
said by offering the two 
newer courses to all stu- 
dents, it will allow stu- 
dents to decide if entrepre- 
neurship is something they 
want to pursue. 

"I think there is a 
movement nationally to 
create learning opportu- 
nities for students to be 
more entrepreneurial," 
said Duane Nellis, provost 
and senior vice president. 
"It's really extending some 
of the basic curriculum in 
management to enhance 
opportunities for students 



extending that into starting 
right up with businesses." 

Ruth Dyer, associate 
provost, said there might 
also be a minor in entre- 
preneurship in the future. 

"They are in the pro- 
cess of putting in place an 
interdisciplinary minor for 
students in any major," she 
said. "It's a way to learn 
more about entrepreneur- 
ship and how it applies to 
their specific major." 

Niehoff said market- 
ing for the major will begin 
this spring. 

"I think it's something 
that will be very popular," 
he said. "At the Academic 
Majors Fair ... the predom- 
inant question that I get is, 
'Do you have a major in 
entrepreneurship?' I think 
there are a lot of people in- 
terested." 



Capital briefs: News from Washington 



CLINTON VOWS TO 
REVITALIZE DIPLOMACY 

WASHINGTON - 
Hillary Rodham Clinton said 
Tuesday that she intends to 
revitalize the mission of di- 
plomacy in American for- 
eign policy, calling for a 
"smart power" strategy in the 
Middle East and implicitly 
criticizing the Bush adminis- 
tration for having downgrad- 
ed the role of arms control. 

At a day-long con- 
firmation hearing before the 
Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, President-elect 
Barack Obama's choice 
for secretary of state sailed 
smoothly through an array 
of non-contentious ques- 
tions until two Republican 
committee members pressed 
her to take additional steps 
to ensure that former Presi- 
dent Bill Clinton's global 
fundraising work does not 
pose even an appearance of 
conflict with her role as the 
chief U.S. diplomat. 



TREASURY PICK FAILED 
TO PAY TAXES 

WASHINGTON 
President-elect Barack 
Obama's choice to run the 
Treasury Department and 
lead the nation's econom- 
ic rescue disclosed public- 
ly Tuesday that he failed to 
pay $34,000 in taxes from 
2001 to 2004, a last-minute 
complication Senate Demo- 
crats tried to brush aside as 
a minor bump on an other- 
wise smooth path to confir- 
mation. 

Timothy Geithner paid 
most of the past-due tax- 
es days before Obama an- 
nounced his choice in No- 
vember, according to mate- 
rials released by the Senate 
Finance Committee. He had 
paid the remainder of the 
taxes in 2006, after the IRS 
sent him a bill.The still-un- 
paid taxes were discovered 
by Obama's transition team 
while investigating Geith- 
ner's background. 



OBAMA TO DEMS: 
ALLOW FUNDS TO GO 

WASHINGTON 
Tested before taking pow- 
er, President-elect Barack 
Obama appealed to Demo- 
crats in Congress on Tuesday 
to allow the use of an addi- 
tional $350 billion in federal 
bailout funds and vowed to 
veto any move to block the 
money. 

Obama backed up his 
plea with a promise to re- 
vise elements of the original 
bailout program that have 
drawn widespread criticism, 
as he has pledged that bil- 
lions will go toward helping 
homeowners facing foreclo- 
sure. 

Several Democrats said 
his commitments, to be made 
in writing, would be enough 
to prevent an embarrassing 
pre-inauguration drubbing 
for the president-elect when 
the Senate votes this week.

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Fort Riley mounted color guard to march in inaugural parade

Wearing boots, coveralls and 
red sweatshirts, soldiers mulled 
around a limestone barrack next 
to the horse stables. One wres- 
tled with tack, another steam-fit- 
ted his hat while a barn dog sniffed 
around the floor. Only the clank of 
metal spurs broke the silence in a 
room filled with anxious excite- 
ment. 

The soldiers, who are part of 
the 1st Infantry Division Com- 
manding General's Mounted Col- 
or Guard, are preparing to march 
in President-elect Barack Obama's 
inaugural parade. 

The mounted color guard 
from Fort Riley is the only mount- 
ed unit that will march at the in- 
auguration. Of the unit's 23 riders, 
18 will make the trip to Washing- 
ton, D.C., and 14 will ride in the 
parade. 

In preparation for the mo- 
mentous parade, the unit conduct- 
ed practice marches in downtown 
Topeka and downtown Wichita on 
Jan. 8 and 12, respectively. 

"We've been preparing as 
much as we think we can," said 
1st Sgt. Dean Stockert. "We think 
we've exposed them to every el- 
ement that they are going to en- 
counter, except the 10 million 
people. We've exposed them to 
crowds, but it's kind of hard to 
simulate 10 million people." 

The biggest concern of most 
riders, Saracco said, as specialist 
in the unit, is that something in the 
massive crowd might spook one of 
the horses. The color guard's prac- 
tice marches have relieved some of 



these concerns. 

"It was actually fun riding 
around the big cities; it really got 
us used to riding in front of big 
crowds," said Saracco, who will 
ride Saber, a bay-colored Ameri- 
can Quarter Horse. 

Saracco is not alone in feel- 
ing anxiety about riding in front of 
a crowd that is expected to break 
inauguration attendance records. 
Sgt. Cory Elder said he has been 
riding horses since he was 2 years 
old but is still nervous about riding 
Tuesday. 

"It's such a huge stage," Elder 
said. "There's a lot of stress. We're 
just trying to get the horses ready." 

Elder, who will ride Trooper, 
a mustang and the unit's only non- 
quarter horse, had extensive riding 
experience before enlisting, which 
sets him apart from his fellow rid- 
ers. 

"Most of the soldiers join with 
little riding experience, while some 
had never seen a horse before en- 
listing with the mounted color 
guard," Stockert said. 

As a unit, the mounted color 
guard has experience with inau- 
gurations, having marched in the 
last three. Elder said the unit's pro- 
fessionalism always makes them a 
strong candidate to march in the 
inaugural parade. 

"It was almost an expectation 
to get picked," he said. 

The unit also sets itself apart 
by marching in uniforms from the 
1850s. While the soldiers will be 
dawning their historic uniforms, 
the horses will be wearing new 
shoes. The inaugural committee 
requires the horses to wear shoes 
made of Borium, an ultra-hard

metal made from tungsten, to en- 
sure better grip on the streets of 
the nation's capital. 

The soldiers and horses leave 
today for Prince George's Eques- 
trian Center, outside of Washing- 
ton where they will stay until the 
morning of the inauguration. 

"The men will fly in, while the 



horses are riding by truck. Both 
should arrive with enough time to 
rest and get acclimated before they 
march," Stockert said. 

The unit will assemble at a 
staging area before marching down 
the 1.5-mile parade route that will 
end at Obama's viewing stage. 

The unit's final practice 



march, which was scheduled for 
Jan. 13 at Fort Riley, was canceled 
because all the horses were being 
dewormed after one contracted a 
minor intestinal parasite. 

Stockert said deworming is a 
standard procedure when any par- 
asite is found and should not affect 
the march.

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Google uses search data to monitor number of flu outbreaks

Outbreaks of influenza might be mon- 
itored more easily using online searches 
because of a tool created by Google. 

Google Flu Trends uses flu-related 
searches to monitor and estimate flu ac- 
tivity. Since Google records the searches 
as they happen, it does not have the time 
lag of the surveillance system used by the 
U.S. Centers for Disease Control and Pre- 
vention. The system used by the CDC has 
nine surveillance components that in- 
clude reports from more than 150 labora- 
tories, 2,400 outpatient care sites and of- 
fices in 122 cities. 

The CDC must collect the data, orga- 
nize it and release it, which takes about 
two weeks. Google Flu Trends could warn 
of outbreaks of the flu as they are hap- 
pening. According to Google, its results 
from the search queries are very close- 
ly matched to the results obtained by the 
CDC. 

Kansas currently has a low level of 
flu activity, according to Google, and the 
CDC listed flu activity as sporadic for the 
week ending Jan. 3. 

"We haven't seen a lot [of cases] yet, 
but we're anticipating more," said Kathy 
Dickey-Wilson, clinic supervisor for the 
Riley County Health Department.

She said flu season should be start- 
ing this month or next, and would con- 
tinue through March, April and possibly 
May. This is consistent with the data from 
Kansas of past years from Google, which 
shows an increase in flu activity through 
January, February and March. 

She said the health department had 
given about 3,000 vaccines this year, and 



more were given through doctor's offices. 

According to the CDC's Web site, a 
yearly vaccine is the most important step 
to protect against the flu. The yearly vac- 
cine will protect against the main flu 
strains. 

"It is not too late to get the vaccine," 
said Sandy Werneke, employee health 
nurse at Mercy Regional Health Center. 



She said students could still receive vac- 
cines at Lafene Health Center, as well 
as at Mercy West and the Riley County 
Health Department. 

Werneke said getting enough sleep, 
drinking plenty of liquids and frequent 
hand washing were also good preventa- 
tive steps to take to decrease chances of 
getting the flu.
